For over two centuries, Cana- 
dian farmers have used agricul- 
tural fairs to display their pro- 
ducts. In fact, the first one held 
on the North American Continent 
was at Windsor, Nova Scotid, in 
1765. 

Federal assistance began in 
1915. Prior to World War II, 
grants were, in general, tied to 
prize lists, The program ground 
to a standstill during the war, and 
afterwards the department framed 
a policy for most fairs based 
largely on the erection and repair 
of buildings used for this purpose. 
Grants doubled 

The new plan was designed to 
help’ exhibitions get back on their 
feet after an eight-year hiatus. 
Since it was started in 1947, the 
amount -granted annually has 
more than doubled. 

One development over the years 
has been the yse of accommoda- 
tion for purposes other than fairs. 
While the department confines its 
aid to agricultural purposes only, 
buildings are used for other com-

Saskatchewan's Min'ster of 
Mineral Resources, Hon. J. H. 
Brockelbank, antiounced recently 
that an agreement has been com- 
pleted between the Province of 
Saskatchewan and a Toronto min- 
ing interest, W. S. Kennedy Grub- 
stake 1958, giving the.Kennedy in- 
terests rights to explore for min- 
erals in the remote Saskatchewan 
Northlands. 

The group,. represented by W S. 
Kennedy, is interested in approxi- 
mately 6,000 squate miles lying in 
the William River region, just 
south of Lake Athabasca in what - 
is known to geologists as the 
sandstone belt. According to Mr. 
Brockelbank, the terms of the 
agreement call for this region to 
be closed to public staking until 
a preliminary survey has_ been 
completed by the Kennedy _in- 
terests. On completion of this sur-- 
vey and within six months, the 
Kennedy organization can earn 
the exclusive prospecting rights 
to one-half of the original _with- 
drawal area for further ‘periods, 
providing specific work commit- 
ments are completed by the com- 
pany within the stated time. At 
the same time the remaining half 
of this original area, will revert 
back to the Crown and may be 
thrown open to’ prospecting by 
the minister. 

The agreement provides for a 
total. expenditure _of $400,000 in 
exploration costs over periods ex- 
tending from. October 1, 1958 to 
October 31, 1962, Completion ‘of 
the company’s work obligations 
within the specified time will give 
the Kennedy interests the right to 
choose lands within the reduced 
withdrawal area to take to lease 
on a checkerboard pattern. The 
parcels chosen must be in blocks 
not greater-than six miles square 
and the area of the land selected 
eannot exceed 50 percent of the 
reduced area.

Milady’s preference for mink 

has brought about a 50 percent re- 
duction in provincial government 
royalties on beaver pelts. 
’ Hon. Gurney Evans, minister of 
mines and natural resources, an- 
nounced that the royalty drop 
from $1.00 to 50 cents was con- 
firmed by order-in-council. 

The government move.is design- 
ed to allow trappers a greater 
margin of profit on depressed 
prices. Mr. Evans said that 10 per- 
cent of selling price is considerefl 
a fair royalty. It is roughly esti- 
mated that beaver pelts may 
bring the trapper between $7 and 
$8 this winter. Kits, young beaver, 
may bring $3:50 each, : 

Some 30,000 beaver were taken 
in Manitoba in 1957. However, 
dealers in both ‘Winnipeg and Ed- 
monton report surpluses of these 
pelts. The minister added that 
high water conditions in recent 
years have resulted in a large in- |. 
crease in beaver population in 
Western Canada and Ontario. 

While the popularity of beaver 
has slumped, wild.mink has enjoy- 
ed both increased demand an 
good prices. Trappers in Manitoba 
took 37,000 wild mink—the high- 
.est figure on: record. A compara- 
tively low royalty on wild. mink 
($1.00) coupled..with other factors, 
has tended to compensate those 
trappers who take both beaver and 
wild mink. 

Mr. Evans said that the Al- 
berta government recently made a 
similar reduction on beaver royal- 
ties. There is_no indication,;at the 
present time, that either Saskat- 
chewan or Ontario plan a reduc- 
tion in royalties.
